cine developed by the U .S. 


Army for human use,

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CO W POKES 
New Immunization Law 
Slated for Local Schools 


By Ace Reid 


AU students, ranging from kindergar­ 
ten to college, must have certain Im­ 
munizations by this coming school year, 
according to a new state law. These 
include: 
1) Polio--three doses with the last 


dose taken since age four. 


2) Diphtheria and Tetanus (DTP or 
Td)—three doses with the last dose since 
age four through grades five, or with the 
last dose through the past IO years for 
grades six and above. 
3) Measles--one dose of vaccine or 


the illness through age 12. 
4) Rubella (3-day or German meas­ 
les)--one dose of vaccine through age 
12. 


5) Smallpox--one dose with the last 


dose within the past IO years. 
lf the number of doses required have 


been received, but the last dose was 
before the time stated, then an addition­ 
al dose of polio, diphtheria-tetanus, or 
smallpox vaccine is required. 
All immunizations should be comple­ 
ted by the time school is entered. How­ 


ever, if this is not possible, all stu­ 
dents will be allowed to enter their re­ 
spective school systems during the sum­ 
mer and fall 1971 terms, with the pro­ 
vision that their immunizations against at 
least one CMT the aforementioned diseases 
will have been started by January I, 1972, 
and all completed as soon as medically 
feasible. 
Since many types of personal immuni­ 
zation records are In current use, any 
document listing each immunization re­ 
ceived by year will be acceptable during the 
1971-72 school year for either initiating 
or updating school immunization records. 
Signature or rubber-stamp validation of 


personal records by physicians or public 
health clinics is recommended but not re­ 
quired until the Summer 1972 Semester, 
after which validation of new records is 
required. 
A new, standard Certificate of Immu­ 
nization form is being developed; however, 
compatible documents will always be ac­ 
ceptable. 
If there are questions, contact the family 


physician or local health department.

How soon will horses be 


protected after vaccination? 


Significant protection will 
have developed after 7 to IO 
days. 
Holes are known to be 
fully protected after 14 days. 


Is it safe to vaccinate preg­ 
nant mares? 
Tile vaccination of p r e g ­ 
nant ma r e s is not without 
some risk to the foal; but we* 


know that if the mare 
be­ 
comes infected with the natur­ 
al disease, there is a 30 to 
50fo chance that both she and 


her foal w ill be lost. 
So that 


both the mare and the foal in 
an infected area are relative­ 


ly safer with the vaccine than 
without it. 
Many pr eg n a nt 
mares have been vaccinated 
with no ill effects to the mare 


or foaL 
Is it safe to v a c c i n a t e 
foals ’ 
Foals as young as three 


weeks of age have been v a c ­ 
cinated with no ill effects. 


V. nat can the horse owner 
do to protect his horses u n t i l 
the vaccine becomes availa­ 
ble in his area? 


1) Each horse owner should 
keep his horses at home 
to 
avoid contact with other h o l­ 
es and stop horse movement. 


2) He should 
spray his 


horses and premises w i t h a 
mosquito repellent to protect 
his horses from being bitten,

cal veterinarian of the need 
to have his horses vaccinated 
as soon as the v a c c i n e 
be - 


comes available to his veter­ 
inarian. 


When w ill the vaccine be­ 
come available1? 
Vaccine has been provided 
for statewide use in Texas on 
14 July 1971, 
State and Fed­ 


eral authorities have indicat­ 
ed that tile vaccine w i l l be 
made available throughout 
the state as soon as possible 
starting with the 
s outher n 
counties which are at greatest 
risk. 


We understand t h a t vac­ 


cine distribution centers w i l l 
be established throughout the 
state as soon as possible from 


which local veterinarians will 
be supplied. 
The State A n i ­ 
mal Health Commission w i l l 
notify veterinarians as vaccine 
becomes available for eacha- 


rea of the state, 
Is the vaccine available to 
horse owners or only to veter­ 


inarians 1 
The vaccine w ill only be 
available to accredited veter­ 


inarians for several reasons. 
It is still an experimental 
vaccine which requires that 


it be administered by a veter­ 
inarian who can determine the 
condition of the horse 
before 


and after use. The v a c c i n e 
must be used promptly a f t e r 
reconstitution and kept 
cold 
as well as administered hi an 
aseptic m a nn er with fresh 


sterile equipment for e v e r y 


horse. 
Official records must 
be maintained b> the veterin­ 
arian who also must get a re­ 
lease signed by the owner. 
How is VEE transmitted? 
T ransmlssion occurs p r I - 
manly through the bite of in­ 
fected mosquitoes. 
Essential­ 


ly all types of mosquitoes and 
some biting flies are capable 
of transmitting the d i s e a s e . 
Although infrequent, transmis 


sion can also occur from con­ 


tact with fluids from infected 
horses at the height of temp­ 
erature when the concentra­ 
tion of virus is usually highest.

Most of our discussions have been on the prevention through 
knowledge approach to the drug problem, but here I want to . 
state things to watch for that might indicate a person is already 
using some type of drugs. Ten frequent signs of drug abuse are: 
1. Moral ill health. Normal value changes and unusual 
ideas taking their place. 
2. Mental ill health. Emotional extrem es with a marked 
loss of interest in usual goals. Unusually bad grades in 
school, signs of a change in personably 
3. Physical ill health. 
Ixjss of weight, changes in skin 
color, loss of body tone, unnatural careless stance and 
posture. 
4 Development of a fear complex 
Usually convinced that 
someone is “after them .” Suspicious about everyone 
around them, even family m em bers 
5. Marked appetite extrem es. No appetite at all and when 
this changes and they do eat, the amounts of food intake 
are huee, particularly in the line of sweets and liquids. 
6. Extrem es in disposition. Either highly stimulated and 
overly talkative or very sleepy. 
7. Extrem es in emotions. 
Frequent 
spells of crying or 
hysterical laughter. 
Very frequently showing feelings 
against any authority. 
8. Needle m arks 
skin boils, 
sores 
Scars from use of 
needles many tim es becom e very infected 
9 Body and breath odor very unpleasant 
IO Eyes usually very bloodshot and watery. Pupils very 
sm all, eyes often wide. 
If you suspect a child is taking some form of drugs, it is 
probably best, for the first step, to consult your fam ily doctor. 
He is very well qualified to confirm your judgment
